TRAGEDY.

Crippled Patients Burned ‘in 
Their Beds, ~ - 


London, June 14.--The wooden 
open-air ward of the Ministry of 
Pensions Hospital at Birmioghan 
has been burned don. Fifteen 
patients were in bed, mostly spinal, 
cases, many boing strapped to 
frames, on which they were car- 
tied out, Two perished, and five 


+were injured, including two of tho 


tescuers. 

_The acene was a haare: rending 
one and the dead, a few minutes 
after, were brought ablaze into 
the street.
